Zelaya Says Twenly Ware Found 
Dead In Recent Conflict 


EXEGUTION OF TWO AMERICANS 


Ex-President of Nicaragua Denies 
That Any Official 
Concerning Gannon and Groce Was 
Contrary to Law—He Is Received 
With Great Acclaim In City of Mex- 
lco—Confers With Diaz 


Mexico City, Dec. 30.—American 
marines engaged in a recent battle - 
Nicaragua and twenty were. killed, 
the startling declaration made ss 
by ex-President Zelaya. 

He asserts there were 400 Ameri- 
cans fighting with the insurgents at 
the recent battle of Rama. At the 
battle of the Colorado Junction on 
Noy. 1 the bodies of twenty Ameri- 
can marines were found dead on the 
field by our forces. 

“They were all from the American 
gunboats anchored in the river to pro- 
tect American intetests,” said Zelaya. 
“The official explanation given me was 
that these men were deserters.” 

Zelaya says he never signed an or- 
der for the execution of Cannon and 
Groce, but that it was true he refused 
to interfere with the sentence of the 
court martial. He said: 

“These men were contracted for in 
Guatemala to assist the revolution- | 
ists. Cannon had only recently been 
set at. liberty in Honduras upon his 
promise made before the secretary of 
the- American consul to leave Central 
America forever. Both officers acted 
as his sponsors. y 

“The men were erigaged at the time 
of their capture in charting the coun- 
try and laying mines in the rivers for 
the destruction of the-troopships of 
the government. They also acted as 


Spies. They were tried by court 
martial, according to law, and found 
guilty. I merely approved the find- 


ings absolutely in military interests. 

“The stories of torture are absurd. 
The men were not even held incom- 
municado, as is customary, but were 
allowed to use telephone and tele- 
graph lines to communicate with their 
friends. 

“T have in my possession statements 
from both men in which they not only 
admitted their guilt completely, but 
asked for pardons, and offered to take 
commissions with the government 
forces.”

guard of honor and a crowd, and Ze- 
laya was enthusiastically cheered. 
The cheering lasted for several min- 
utes without a break, while Zelaya, 
standing on the platform of the pri- 
vate car, bowed and waved his hand.

The 
strong anti-American feeling of the 
Mexican people broke out, however, 
and when an enthusiastic American 
shouted, “Three cheers for the U. S. 
A.,” an angry murmur and hissing 
were the only response save for the 
cheers of the other Americans.

IS DISCUSSED 


President Goes Over It With 
Congressional Callers 


TALK OF A FEDERAL LICENSE 


May Recommend That It Be Taken 
Out by Ali Corporations Having 
Capital of Magnitude Which Do 


Not Voluntarily Incorporate—Doubt | 


as to Whether Senate Will Permit. 


Passage of Any Such Legislation 


Washington, Dec. 29.—President 
Taft is holding daily conferences with 
members of the house and senate and 
with high officials with reference 
to his recommendations for the enact- 
ment of a national incorporation act. 

If influenced by the conferences he 
May conclude to advise a measure 
much more drastic than he has had in 
mind thus far. He has been thinking 
of advocating only voluntary national 
incorporation. He may go further 
and advise. that after a given period, 
say a year) all corporations having 
capital of magnitude be required to 
take out a federal license. 

The president conferred yesterday 
at length with Representative Martin 
of South Dakota, who has been prom- 
inent in the consideration of legisla- 
tion of the kind proposed. He also 
had a talk with with Commissioner of 
Corporations Smith. He has con- 
ferred with Senator Nelson of Minne- 
sota, who has a bill of his own, and 
he has talked with a number of others. 

As the result of Tuesday’s econfer- 
ences, it can be definitely stated that 
what the president has in mind is not 
amendments to ‘the Sherman anti- 
trust law, but a separate measure for 
a national incorporation act. This is 
the measure which Attorney General 
Wickersham~ has- drawn. 

The president 1s showing it to call- 
ers and going over it with them. He 
went over with it at length with Mar- 
tin, who {is not satisfied with it and will 
not consent to any measure that stops 
merely at voluntary incorporation. 
He wants the president to recommend 
a measure to provide not merely for 
voluntary incorporation of the large 
corporations in interstate business but 
he wants further to have the law re- 
quire that after a year every corpora- 
tion above certain capital which does 
not voluntary incorporate must take 
out a federal license. Otherwise he 
would have the company forfeit its 
right to do an interstate business and 
make it amenable to prosecution un- 
der the Sherman law. : 

Martin declared that neither he nor 
the president proposed to take any 
of the teeth out of the Sherman law 
as it now stands. He added that ' 
there was no question of the power of 
congress to require federal licensing, 
but is willing to accept a voluntary 
incorporation act with compulsory li- 
censing after a given time. 

Senator Nelson’s voluntary incorpo- 
ration bill is a measure of a drastic 
nature, with severe penalties. 

Mr. Martin is not sanguine of any 
legislation. So far there is nothing 
to indicate that the senate leaders will 
consent to legislation proposed on fed- 
eral incorporation or on railroad mat- 
ters.

-|GOES DOWN IN 
SIGHT OF PORT 


Schooner Davis Palme Wrecked 
Just Outside Boston Harbor 


STORY TOLD ‘BY WRECKAGE 


—_——— 

No Trace of Her Crew of Twelve 
Men, Who Are Undoubtedly Lost— 
Many Other Vessels Tossed Ashore 
by Furious Gale—Chelsea Fiood 
Refugees Sleep In Armory—One 
Woman Driven Temporarily Insane 


Boston, Dec. 28.—News of the loss 
of the big five-masted schooner Davis 
Palmer and her crew of twelve men, 


off Boston harbor, and of the wreck- 
ing of eleven other vessels along the 
New England coast constitutes the 
opening chapter of the toll taken on 
the sea by the great storm which 
swept New BHngland Saturday night 
and Sunday. 

With the restoration of communica- 
tion with this storm-swept section, 
which, in common with southeastern 
Massachusetts, bore the brunt of the 
blizzard, it is feared that a story of 
marine disasters and storm damage 
unequalled in years will be unfolded. 

The news already gleaned makes 
it probable that the worst is yet to 
come. Wreckage borne into Boston 
harbor on an unusually high tide yes- 
terday told the mute story of the loss 
of the Davis Palmer, somewhere near 
the entrance to the harbor. 

The Davis Palmer went down with 
its crew at some point yet unlearned 
just outside Boston harbor. The ves- 
sel, which had come up the coast from 
Newport News with a cargo of coal, 
foundered at the very approach to the 
waters of the port that she was seek- 
ing. 

Wreckage coming ashore at Hull 
and other points along the south 
shore indicdtes that no mistake has 
been made concerning her identity. 
Though the -long stretches of coast 
line along Hull and Nantasket have 
been gone over, no bodies have been 
found; yet this fact has failed to| 
bring about any feeling of hope for 
Captain Leroy McKown of Malden, 
her master, and the eleven other men 
the Palmer carried. 

It is believed that in the aftermath 
of the great gale Sunday afternoon, 
while the waves still assumed gi- 
gantic proportions, the Palmer, lying 
at anchor off shore, snapped her 
cables, struck upon one of the ledges 
and sank within a very few moments. 


Wreck Is Located 

Boston, Dec. 29.—After two days 
searching the waters of Boston harbor 
and Massachusetts bay, yesterday the 
wreck of the sunken five-masted 
schooner Davis Palmer was located. 

The hulk lies in Broad sound at the 
point of intersection of two imaginary 
lines drawn from the Graves light to 
Grover’s Cliff, Winthrop, and from 
Deer island to Nahant. 

Almost entirely submerged in eight 
fathoms of water, the wreck is di- 
rectly in the path of large vessels and 
a serious menace to navigation. 

No trace of the crew of the vessel, 
however, was disclosed by the find- 
ing of the wreck. The fate of Captain 
McKown and his crew of eleven men 
is still as great a mystery as if the 
vessel had drifted out to sea. 


Situation In Chelsea 

Chelsea; Mass., Dec. 28.—Mrs. 
Nathan Kellner, one of the refugees 
at the Chelsea armory, driven tem- 
porarily insane last night by exposure 
and pain, jumped from her cot in the 
armory and, seizing a large hammer, 
was just about to murder her seven 
children when she wa8seized and the 
children saved. 

Dr. Chase, the elty physician, who 
is attending the stricken families, aid- 
ed by a volunteer-assistant succeeded 
in getting the woman back to the cot. 
Sedatives were administered and soon 
Mrs. Kellner regained her senses. 

More than 200 other refugees from 
the flood of Sunday slept in the arm- 
ory last night. Captain Renfew had 
provided mattresses and blankets, and 
shake-downs were made up in the 
locker room. No attempt was made 
to separate the families, and men, 
women and children made the room a 
common dormitory. 


LYNCHINGS FOR YEAR 1909 


They Reached a Total of Seventy and 
included Eleven ‘White Persons 

Chicago, Dec. 30.—Lynchings in 
1909 numbered seventy, the highest 
number since 1904. The victims in- 
cluded eleven whites. 

The lynchings occurred in twelve 
states and one territory, New Mexico. 
As in previous years crimes against 
white women and murders caused most 
of the summary executions.

What’s the Matter with Andover? 


A number of years ago, an obscure 
citizen of Kansas, through the med- 
iumy of an equally obscure newspaper 
in that state, aroused the world to an 
attitude of interest in the state of 
Kansas Out of that’ agitation has 
come a popular query applied to 
very many other people and interests, 
It is used in this particular instance, 
not because Andover is at all in need 
of such booming as Kansas was, but 
because it best introduces a few pefti- 
nent thoughts on the eve of a new 
year. 

One of the town’s finest citizens 
died a little over a year ago leaving 
an estate estimated at about $150,000 
‘this amount probably represents the 
largest accumulation of wealth ever 
made in Andover, in business con- 
fined exclusively to the town itself, 
and also undoubtedly represents a 
system of saving and a straight econ- 
omy in personal expenses unlike that 
of most other citizens in the town. 
It also stands as a very striking 
example if compared with the exper 
ence of practically all the other busi- 
ness men in the town. 

Why is it that unlike the business 
men of nearly all the other communi- 
ties in the Commonwealth, the busi- 
ness men of Andover have failed to 
amass anything like fortunes? It is 
not enough to say that the business 
is small, for Andover business aver- 
ages well in comparison with many 
other small cities and towns. It 
would not be fair to say that the 
business men of Andover are not 
good business men. Would it not 
be eminently more fair to .suggest 
that prosperity in Andover 
hever rise above a certain standard 
unless he who secures it is willing 
to be forever after a shining mark 
for the jealous minds, the biting 
tongues, the bitter protests of the 
greater part of the citizens of the 
town. No town in the Commonwealth 
welcomes the stranger more gener- 
ously, or lends quicker aid to his 
plan for building up business in his 
early stages than does Andover, but 
woe to him if he begins to prosper 
and shows his prosperity in such 
ways as men like to do if they are 
free and generous. We have in mind 
at the present time another man, in 
business in Andover less than five 
years, keen, clear headed, successful, 
but already the arrows are being 
hurled, the attacks are being made, 
and unless he shall beware in the 
gratification of his tastes which he 
can legitimately afford, he wilk have 
his share 6f the public condemhation 
within a short time. 

“What's the matter with Andover?” 
Does it need a revival along the lines 
such as the ministers are planning 
for the next few weeks? Undoubted- 
ly it does. But we have sometimes 
wondered if in the preaching, night 
and day, there could be a better strain 
consistently sung than that which is 
based upon the tenth commandment, 
“Thou shalt not covet.” 

The new year comes to us as a 
splendid time for preaching the 
gospel of larger co-operation here in 
the town, for having more of the 
“give and take” spirit, for more re- 
joicing in prosperity, and more pity 
in adversity, and we never meant 
these things so much as we do today. 
We are on the eve of an arousement 
of religious fervor that so many 
people are going to consider as the 
one great essential while they forget 
in their fervor to forgive their: en- 
emies, to bless those who persecute 
them, to rejoice with those who re- 
Joice, to mourn with those who 
mourn, There is no larger field for 
the exercise of these virtues than the 
great .field of business with all its 
trials, and some of the brownest and 
serest spots in that-field will be with- 
in the sound of the voices of many 
of those who will devote their ener- 
gies during the next few weeks to 
arousing the Andover conscience. 


Editorial Cinders 


Supt. Gould has done excellent 
work in the removal of the snow.

The Farce of Organizing a State 
Committee 


On Saturday of this week, the mem- 
bers of the Republican State Com- 
mittee elected for the year 1910 will 
meet in Boston. for organization. We 
have introduced what we wish to say 
on this particular topic in this way 
out of deference to the laws of the 


Commonwealth that require political | 


committees to meet for organization. 
Aside from the desire to meet with 
this requirement, there is absolutely 
no truth in the assertion, because the 
organization of the Republican State 
Committee. of Massachusetts is al- 
ready perfected. 

The current report that there will 
be a dinner after the organization 
will undoubtedly be sufficient to draw 
together the membership of next 
year’s committee. Undoubtedly that 
is the “why” of the dinner, for there 
is not a member elected who does 
not know that the chairman of the 
committee is already selected, that 
all the other officials have been de- 
termined upon by people who haven’t 
any more to do legally and properly 
with this work of choosing than has 
any one of the other 200,000 Repub- 
licans in Massachusetts, 

What a farce! How long are the 
splendid fellows such as those who 
will make up the membership in the 
Republican State Committee next 
year going to allow themselves to be 
simply ordinary figure-heads, where 
they ought to be live forces? Could 
anything be more ridiculous than the 
Situation that will confront these men 
when they meet tomorrow, knowing 
that for two months the newspapers 
in the Commonwealth have been fore- 
casting, and for a month have been 
making positive announcements, that 
the meeting would be held at such a 
time, and that such and such a man 
would be named to a certain position.

promotion are well known to those 
who are familiar with the Republican 
politics, and let no one be deceived 
into feeling that the rank and file of 
the voters of the Commonwealth are 
not going to be informed also in du 
season of the scheme that is behind 
the 1910 manipulation of the Republi- 
can State organization. If there is 
a particle of red- blood in the com- 
mittee that will gather itself together 
on Saturday, it is high time that it 
asserted itself and demanded a right 
to choose for itself its chairman and 
various other officers, 

No more barefaced attempt to di- 
rect the party politics in Massachu- 
setts has ever been made than this 
beginning of a new year of the Re- 
publican party in Massachusetts. Few 
people will critizise the men who 
have been selected. Fewer even, 
there are who will not criticize the 
manner in which the selections have 
been made, and the purpose that has 
animated the placing in office of at 
least two of the men who will be 
the leaders for the next three or four 
years. The brazen insistence upon 
the promotion of the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in the face of his vote in the 
last campaign will not be forgotten 
when the time comes for the mass of 
voters to éxpress their opinion. The 
cheap politics in the choice of a new 
secretary who has not yet served a 
term on the committee will appar in 
due season. The great regret behind 
it all is that there is to be no protest 
on the part of the men who are really 
directly responsible because of their 
positions as-~members of the State 
Committee. 


Things look better for the Storrow 
candidacy in. Boston, and for this 
outlook there will be many people 
all over New England who will be 
pleased. Mr. Storrow is beginning 
to apply the methods that have made 
him so successful as a business man 
to the management of his campaign 
and there is now every evidence that 
Organization and equipment are to 
produce the desired results at the 
right time. The friends of good gov- 
ernment everywhere will rejoice in 
the election of a man of this kind as 
mayor of Boston. We have grave 
doubts about the wisdom of electing 
any man to such an office as that of 
mayor of Boston for a four-year term.

Prof. Warren K. Moorehead was 
one of the speakers Tuesday at the 
meeting of American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, in Bos- 
ton. He presented a paper which 
treated exhaustively of the Ojibway 
Indians of Minnesota, and tended to 
prove they have been robbed of lum- 
ber and property. 

He said in part: 


“The condition of these Indians, 
swindled out of all their property by 
means of forgery, perjury, and by 
getting them drunk, the sick and dy- 
ing Indians in their wretched cabins, 
the general poverty and the hostility 
of the bankers, real estate men, coun- 
ty officials and lawyers, who have be- 
come rich by robbing and swindling 
these defenseless people, is enough 
to disgust an observer. 

“It seems to me that the inspectors 
from Washington spend too much 
time in the agency offices and not 
enough -among the Indians them- 
selves...Were this not true, then my 
work at White Earth would have 
been unnecessary. The. swindling 
continued for three years and no one 
seemed to have reported it to’ Wash- 
ington, These Indians lost not only 
their farm lands, but fifteen miles of 
fine timber, estimated at $5,000,000 at 
a minimum, of $10,000,000 at a maxi- 
mum. 

“Land sharks visited government 
schools, told little children they 
would like to secure specimens of 
handwriting to show to eastern peo- 
ple to convince them that the Indi- 
ans were learning to write. The in- 
nocent children would take the foun- 
tain pen offered and would write their 
names at the bottom of a sheet of 
folded paper, and as two signatures 
were necessary, the rascals would 
turn the paper over, saying, ‘Let me 
see if you can write your name as 
well the second time.’ These. papers 
were deeds or mortgages, and the 
land sharks securing signatures 
would then make affidavits that the 
child was an adult, thus adding per- 
jury to the charge of swindling a 
ward of the United States govern- 
ment. “Indians were told that if their 


| cabins burned down and trust pat- 


ents were. destroyed the government 
would not issue duplicates—that such 
papers should be kept in the safe of 
the banker or an attorney; the Indian 
giving up the trust patents was told 


-that he must sign a receipt, and did 


so, Sometimes the bankers and real 
estate men would give them a little 
money and when the Indian came for 
more he was told he had sold or 
mortgaged his property and could ex- 
pect nothing further. 

“If the ethnoloigst will co-operate 
mitt the Indian office much good will 
result.”

STUDY OF THE PSALMS

Until the Yankee set foot in Cali- 
fornia it was unknown as a land of 
gold. There for a hundred years the 
money-loving Spaniards had trodden 
and dug, but. never. a nugget. So, 
multitudes believe themselves famil- 
iar with the Bible, knowing nothing 
of the treasures lying just beneath 
the surface. 

This is preeminently an age of in- 
quiry. The works of the Lord are 
sought out by all who have pleasure 
therein. The beauties of nature are 
seen only by the sympathetic eye— 
the eye that looks for them, and the 
miracles of science must be searched 
out. But, once opened, her treasures 
are found to be infinite. (Read the 
article “Glimpses into the Structure 
of Molecules” in Harper’s for Janu- 
ary. 

- there are treasures of taste and 
feeling, loftiness of thought, and pur- 
ity and beauty of style, to say noth- 
ing of prizes still more precious of a 
spiritual kind, that are like the gold 
of California, trodden under foot for 
want of recognition. ee 

These beauties and _ curiosities 
abound in the “Word” in vast vari- 
ety. Some of them are beyond the or- 
dinary student, and must be heard of, 
rather than experienced. -Comment- 
ing upon the second Psalm a writer 
says, “lt is impossible to reproduce 
in English the subtle, rhythmical 
changes by which the Psalmist com- 
pels the very words to echo the sense.” 
Most of us must be content to be 
told that the selection of epithets is 
so exquisite, and so pleasing, and the 
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phrasing so subtle and eloquent, as 
to render this poem at once the ad- 
miration and the despair of the trans- 
lator. The onomapoetic style, the 


sound of the words being the echo|l: 


of the sense, is not uncommon in the 
Bible, but it is not easily transferred. 
English is less pliable in this respect 
than Latin, Greek or Hebrew. A fair 
example is given in “Paradise Lost” 
in contrast between the harsh discord 
of the opening gates of hell, with the 
heavenly doors “on golden hinges 
turning.” 
“On a sudden open fly 
With impetuous recoil and jarring 
sound 
The infernal doors, 
hinges grate 
Harsh thunder.” 

We have a similar line in Greek, 
Iliad, Book 1, Line 49, “Terrible was 
the clang of the silver bow.” 

But the Hebrew instances in this 
psalm are far more vivid and power- 
ful. The third verse “Up let us 
burst their bonds asunder,” ete., 
sounds in Hebrew like the mutterings 
of a mob full of rage and defiance. 
It is set off by its contrast with the 
quiet manner of the fourth verse that 
foliows, and which in turn contrasts 
with the fifth verse, “Thenshall he 
speak to them in his wrath and thun- 
der at them in hot displeasure,”: of 
which it has been said that a Hebrew 
to whom the language was vernacular 
might easily fancy that he heard the

Dr. Bowker’s Lecture 


Dr. John C. Bowker, who is now 
in New York giving his travelogue 
on Portugal, is having one of his most 
successful seasons. :

An Elm street 
lady gave The Spectator a number 
of reasons for opposition to votes for 
women, and says, among other things:

She thinks 
that to allow women to vote would 
merely double the present vote, for 
it is her opinion théy would likely 
join the same party of their husbands, 
brothers or sons, increasing the pres- 
ent vote in quantity and not in qual- 
ity.

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A Bird Census 


Under the direction of Prof. S. A. 
Forbes of the University of Illinois 
a summer bird census of that state 
has been taken. The method was to 
enumerate the birds seen on a strip 
150 feet broad and 428 miles long, 
running across the state from north 
to south. This strip covers an area 
of twelve square miles. The count 
showed 7740 birds of eighty-five 
species. On this basis the total sum- 
mer bird population of Illinois. was 
calculated at 30,750,000, of which 
about. 5,500,000 are English sparrows. 
The meadow lark is the next most 
numerous. The English sparrows 
were found, to decrease in number 
from ange to nent.

Several prominent Andover ladies 
give The Spectator to understand 
that they will make a concerted ef- 
fort to persuade the ambitious mem- 
bers of their sex that their endeavor 
to gain the doubtful privilege of vot- 
ing is a mistaken one. An Elm street 
lady gave The Spectator a number 
of reasons for opposition to votes for 
women, and says, among other things: 
“Here in Massachusetts where wom- 
en have such rignts in educational 
matters, they seldom choose to exer- 
cise them, so why fight for further 
rights when they refuse to use those 
already granted.” Another lady, very 
prominent in church work, declares 
that women would: lose much of the 
power they have at present if they 
were enfranchised and she is op- 
posed to politics invading the domes- 
tic realm. “Woman will do better to 
continue her influence along lines 
that have already been established,” 
she says, “and that have nothing to 
do with her vote. She already has 
an influence in politics, an influence 
that would not be improved by the 
privilege of voting. She gets nearly 
everything she wishes and is respon- 
sible for mahy reforms.” She thinks 
that to allow women to vote would 
merely double the present vote, for 
it is her opinion they would likely 
join the same party of their husbands, 
brothers or sons, increasing the pres- 
ent vote in quantity and not in qual- 
ity.

A Bird Census 


Under. the direction of Prof. S. A. 
Forbes of the University of Illinois 
a summer bird census of that state 
has been taken. The method was to 
enumerate the birds seen on a strip 
150 feet broad and 428 miles long, 
running across the state from north 
to south, This strip covers an area 
of twelve square miles: The count 
showed. 7740 birds of eighty-five 
species- On this basis the total sum- 
mer bird population of Illinois was 
calculated at 30,750,000, of which 
about 5,500,000 are English sparrows. 
The meadow lark is the next most 
numerous, The English sparrows 
were found, to decrease in number 
from. north to south. On the con- 
trary, the native birds increased.

All middle-aged boys and girls will 

recall their childhood trips to Den 

Rock. At school in Lawrence in 

1850, I recall my first scramble with 

the grammar school one May day up 

the railroad track to explore this fear- 
some place. My little sister, in 
charge of a teacher, was thrown 
down inour first rush across the 
ditch to the enclosure, and suffered 

a “stitch in the side” many a weary 

day as the result of our tramping. 

What joy to have owned this incom- 

parable ruin of the old epochs of cre- 
ation, or according to the ‘new terms, 
evolution. I wonder if the early 
Faulkners and Tylers and _ Peters 
boys and girls ever got much fun 
out of this Bear’s den in the Moose 
country, for it lay too near the fords 
across which came the vengeful In- 
dians, sometimes for sport, more of- 
ten for a raid. 

Mrs. E. M Peters has lately pub- 
lished a “Peters Genealogy,” and in 
acknowledging help given by me in 
land dickers, she says on page 43 
in a note on the assigning to Samuel 
Peters (2) in 1716, five acres of wood- 
lot in the common land near Den 
Hill, that in her opinion, the Den 
Rocks were held by the family for 
200 years, passing, in 1890, from Na- 
thaniel Peters to Caleb Saunders, I 
believe of South Lawrence, or he may 
be the present owner thereof. This 
I feel is not the case and so advised 
the historian. Edmund Faulkner 
held the whole section at to 
early swaps among those who held 
adjoining lots to the Rock, The 
Bradstreets also held meadow lots 
here and in 1681 Hopestill Tyler, 
whose father was here before the 
town started, sold to Joseph Parker 
his estate in. the fields between North 
centre and Frye Village somewhere, 
and the land about Den Rock includ- 
ed. Just when the Peters’ family 
acres included the Rocks, I have not 
learned, not having taken 7 the sub- 
ject in detail. The life of Andrew 
Peters, whose early home Jay on the 
Shawsheen slope so early, is one of 
the most romantic of all our early 
proprietors. His experiences were 
like the hard scrubbed, scratched and 
polished iold bare front of the pri- 
meval giant of Archaean ages, of 
which our Den is only an outcrop, 
with its mates, Carmel Seminary 
Rock, or Rabbit’s, Sunset and Rattle- 
snake Hill, etc. Sturdy trees and 
lovely flowers spring upon and around 
it today, like the memory of An- 
drew Peters’ virtues as his life was 
lived out among us through the long 
generations till the last’ of the blood 
was gathered back to the ancestors 
to rest on the rocks again. Our 
graveyards, thanks to the glaciers, 
hold only the fossils of our ancestors 
of 1645, unless some lucky member 
of the Natural History society picks 
up some relic overlooked hitherto by 
our sharp-eyed visitors in geological 
pursuits. ; 

After Mrs. Peters’ book came ou 
in 1903, some new data came up from 
gleanings in England, _ especially 
among Bristol Probates in West Eng- 
land, a rich field, not well worked 
yet. "ad 

In 1637, William Peters, gentleman 
of Bristol, made his will, giving his 
moderate estate to his son Simon, 
and twenty shillings as the best he 
could do to Edward, Andrew and 
William and a daughter Grace. Ed- 
ward Peter (also spelled Petre) in 
1638 made his will, desiring to be 
buried in St. Nicholas church in Bris- 
tol between the two arches near the 
stairs where lay his mother. He 
names his brother George, sister 
Rowse, Aunt Alice Gleeson, a niece, 
Anne Morgan, his own wife Margar- 
et who was to have an estate in Han- 
bury Parish, Gloucester County, His 
own. children, Edward, George, Anne 
and Elizabeth provided for, he said 
his promise to brother William, de- 
ceased, in regard to gifts to his or- 
phan family, would be duly carried 
out. Grace, Simon, William and An- 
drew were to have the fifty pounds 
each to make up the one hundred 
pounds due. Edward, not named,. 
very likely had departed for the West 
Indies with his share already. An- 
other brother, Francis Peters, who 
died in 1630 childless, and was a mer- 
chant and mariner, ready for sea in 
1629 alludes to his brother Edward 
and had Richard Peters, Adrian Frye 
and Francis Townsend as witnesses, 
all old Essex county and Andover 
names. This will show the early 
home of Andrew very well. In lower 
Norfolk county, Virginia, we find 
signs of Simon, already a settler, 
paying the passage of newcomers in 
1652, for which he got fifty acres of 
land each, and there is little doubt 
he was the elder brother of Andrew 
of Andover. Edward Peters was at 
St. Lucas, January. 29, 1649, and a 
proceeding in Chancery Court was 
running against him on account of 
debts he owed many creditofs. His 
latest venture was the shipping of 
twenty-four butts of new wine to 
William Skutt of Poole, a trader, in 
1648, ertered at St. Lucas Custom 
House.in his own name, but delivered 
in England in the name of his young- 
er brother, Andrew Peters, then a 
lad in his fifteenth year, who may 
have been in Poole as an apprentice. 
He called Andrew his factor or ser- 
vant. At any rate the creditors got 
wind of the evasion in favor of Skutt, 
and very likely Andrew in collecting 
for Edward became liable in some 
way. I think he may have gone to 
Holland and put in his time as an ap- 
prentice to a distiller, for that was his 
trade when we hear of him about ten 
years later. A very aged lady whose 
narrative has already been printed 
in our columns, in speaking of the 
first husband of her grandmother 
Russe of Andover, wife of William 
Peters, said when Andrew landed 
from a Dutch Ship at Boston, one 
muddy day Madam Mercy (Beams- 
ley) Wilborne, looking dbut to watch 
the people coming up from the wharf, 
attracted the attention of Andrew. 
The old lady thought he was a “Hol- 
lander,” and said with an impulse 
rather unusual in a Dutchman, he re- 
solved to win Mercy for his wife, and 

e seems to have waited around till 
she became a widow. Her first. ‘thus- 
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band, Michael Wilborne, was a car- 
penter, and she was a daughter of 
William and Anne Beamsley of Bos- 
ton, born 1637, while Andrew, born 


| about 1634, was then perhaps 22 and 


free from his apprenticeship abroad. 
She married Whilborne in 1656, and 
with one child, Mary, born in 1657, 
she was left a widow by her father’s 
will, in 1658, and in 1659 she was the 
wife of Andrew Peters. And _ he, 
called distiller of Boston, paid to 
William Beamsley’s widow her share 
of ‘estate in their hands, and soon 
after, I think, they removed to Ips- 
wich as in 1661 'a_ sister, Hannah 
Beamsley, married Abraham Perkins 
of that place. 

In 1663, he had been a ténant of 
a house belonging to Bridget Varney 
with a shop and orchard, etc.,. and 
this estate he then bought, and from 
time to time added marsh and island 
land adjoining Ipswich. He built a 
cider mill in 1668. I think Grace 
Beamsley had married Samuel Graves 
of Ioswich, and to Graves he sold all 
the rights of his wife Mercy in 1608. 
In 1663 I secured a very racy account 
of Andrew’s trip to Wenham, which 
was not exactly material to perpet- 
uate in a family history. It began 
in a very jolly entertainment at the 
inn in Wenham where Thomas Mil- 
lett (2) was present and Andrew got 
upset sooner than the rest and threw 
cheese at Millett who tried to run 
away and was chased by Andrew, 
who was stopped in his career by a 
John Slade, and Andrew being too 
strong for him they had to call the 
constable. 

Andrew served the town in various 
ways, on juries, etc., and in 1668 took 
a trip to Topsfield with Hackaliah 
Bridges along and Robert Lord. 
Hackaliah had done some reporting 
of, words of Anthony Carrell *which 
threw Anthony into jail, and Peters 
begged Bridges to. go and tell the 
whole tale and get the man out as he 
was not to blame. Anthony had been 
in Barbadoes and accused a Scotch- 
man named Paterson of-a theft of 
1500 pounds, and a good deal comes 
out of great interest in regard to 
former residents of Barbadoes now 
in Essex county and the ‘business 
ways of the West Indian traders. In 
1670 Goodman Peters, Nathamriel 
Wade and Obadiah Bridges riding 
met. Ephraim Fellows, a rather un- 
popular character of Ipswich, and had 
a great quarrel on the bridge carried 
on by Bridges and Fellows, but An- 
drew, I am sorry to say, sat on his 
horse with Wade, to hold the bridge, 
and cheered the big chap Bridges 
as he sat upon Fellows vigorously 
to avenge a grudge of long stand- 
ing . Ephraim was so battered he 
won sympathy from other bystanders 
not allowed to interfere in this ad- 
ministration of the law “a la lynch.” 

The Bridges boys were a wild set, 
but the next generation of Andrew 
got tamed before they arrived here 
as heads of families. Andrew, for 
his undue sympathy with the quarrel, 
lost his chance of getting a license 
to sell spirits in Ipswich in 1671. He 
was of too daring a mind and too free 
in feeling at fifty to keep order where 
men are excited with drinking, He 
served in Phillips War in 1676, and 
gained Amherst grants that fell to 
his grandson, Rev. Andrew Peters 
of Middleton, 1733. At fifty-two he 
was ready for the advancement of 
his sons to take up the settlement 
of wild land in Andover, and between 
1685 and 1687 he sold off the estate 
in Ipswich and appears here in 1689 
on the lots in vicinity of Wilson’s 
Corner, where I feel sure the early 
home stood, north of Wilson’s barn 
and near the road that crosses the 
electric track for Haverhill and pass- 
es west through Frye Village. An- 
other grant lay near Hagget’s Pond 
on the road from Burtt’s past Wood 
Hill, where a son lived half a mile 
from Blanchard’s Garrison. He also 
owned lots on the Methuen side held 
by two sons. In another paper I 
will give tne tale of his discipline and 
his quiet old age.
